Up in the Hradcany Castle, which floats like a 
flagship over the city of Prague, hectic meetings of 
Czechoslovak party leaders succeed one another. 

The people, tenae and 
reticent, believe that a meetk* 
of the central committee this 
week might bring about the 
most fateful changes since the 
Communists came to power In 
1948. 

The party seems to have 
arrived at an historic day of 
reckoning. The central com¬ 
mittee meeting may relieve 
Antonin Novotny of the party 
leadership, which he has held 
since 1953. If this comes about 
he would probably be left with 
his second office as president, 
which he has also occupied 
since 1957.

Spurred in Human Body Graft Research 


If things go as scientists 
and doctors hope, these 
scraps will provide the answer 
to one of the most important 
medical problems today: How 
can one human body be 
persuaded to accept the graft 
of a kidney, a liver, or a heart 
from another? 

Will this new work cut out 
the laborious search to ensure 
the tissue of one patient is 
compatible with that of 
another? 


THE PICK OF FVinch 


In spite of the formidable 
surgical difficulties of the 
recent Cape Town heart oper¬ 
ation, graft rejection is still 
toe real obstacle to transplan¬ 
tation. The mechanism in the 
body for the destruction of 
anything "not self’ has to be 
knocked out with radiation or 
chemicals. 

Since the same “immune” 
mechanism is responsible for 
resistance to infection, anyone 
with a transplanted organ 
leads a knife-edge existence 
with toe risk of infection 
balanced against the risk of 
the graft being rejected, 

Tissue typing, about which 
so much has been heard in 
toe last few weeks, can help 
to tip the balance against 
rejection, but chemicals or 
radiation are still required. 


It is they who send the 
human spleens, removed for 
medical reasons, to High 
Wycombe. Davies sends back 
the extracted antigens tor 
testing. The first experiments 
with human volunteers have 
just begun. 

But the possibilities do not 
end here. At the Sloan Ketter¬ 
ing Institute tor Cancer Re¬ 
search, Dr. Edward Boyce 
and Dr. Lloyd Old recently 
identified a special antigen 
peculiar to mice with 
leukemia. That, too, has now 
been isolated at High 
Wycombe. 

Antigens of this kind might 
act as a vaccine againt 
leukemia in mice. If so, 
humans may stand a chance 
of being vaticinated against 
leukemia also/

BELLINGHAM, Wash, (AP)— 
The 1968 sockeye salmon catch 
in the Fraser River system will 
be about 1,000,000 fish compared 
with 5,400,000 this year, the In- 
te mat ion a! Pacific Salmon Fish¬ 
eries Commission aald Tuesday. 

"On tha basis at all the evi¬ 
dence we can only predict that 
we wifi be fortunate in 1968 if 
•ach country can harvest a 
sockeye catch of 500,000 in con¬ 
vention waters," director Loyd 
Royal of New Westminster, told 
the annual commission meeting. 

No prediction was made on 
the number of pink salmon that 
will be caught, but the outlook 
also was reported gloomy. How¬ 
ever, the spawning escapement 
of 1,350,000 pinks this year "is 
an excellent potential for 1971," 
the commission said. 

The U.S.-Canadian commission 
manages the sockeye and pink 
salmon resources of the Fraser 
system. 

It gave no reason why next 
year’s sockeye run was expected 
to be less than-20 per cent of 
the 1967 catch, which was the 
best since 1958.

Is Canada ever again going to win an Olympic hockey 
championship? 

Moat hockey experts not associated with toe Canadian 
Amateur Hockey Association are quite definite about it They 
aay ‘no, never.’ They could be wrong but it'a probable that they 
will be right If we fail in Grenoble next spring. Not in the 
foreseeable future is there much likelihood that we will be able 
to assemble an Olympic team as good as the group of young 
veterans which will represent Canada in the 1988 Games. 

That’s because it is all but certain that the original national 
team, formed at the suggestion of Father David Bauer as the 
best method of regaining hockey honors which we at one time 
took for granted, will break up after the Olympic tournament in 
France next March. As a matter of fact, we wouldn't probably 
have had toe chance we now have but for developments in toe 
‘world’ hockey championships in Vienna last March. 

Many of toe Canadian players had decided to make the 1967 
world tournament their last effort to restore Canadian hockey 
prestige. They had been together for some time, in many cases 
at considerable personal sacrifice, and it was time to get on 
with careers, including lucrative professional hockey careers. 
That the team which finished third last March is all but intact 
stems from what happened in the Vienna championships. 


No defeat was more bitter. Canada won its first four games 
to stay even with toe Russian team. Then came a l-l tie with 
Czechoslovakia in a game in which officials disallowed two 
Canadian goals, one of them shown by game films to be 
perfectly legitimate. 

SOU. all was not lost with toe game against Russia still to 
come. Playing inspired hockey, toe Canadians got the only goal 
of the first period, were tied midway through toe second period 
when a fluke shot escaped Seth Martin and then lost, 1-2, in the 
third period to a goal which the Canadian team insisted Was 
palpably offside. 

It was all but impossible to swallow but many of the 
Canadian team r would probably have discontinued their 
dedicated search for a Canadian victory but for the aftermath 
of the Russian defeat. Completely disheartened, toe Canadians 
took an embarrassing 6-0 thumping from Sweden in their last 
game and finished third instead of second. 

When toe Implications of that last defeat sank In, we 
suddenly gained a chance for an Olympic win. Inclined to think 
‘what’s to* use' after what happened to them in toe games 
against Czechoslovakia and Russia, the toorougbiy-ashameil 
Canadians decided almost to a man to stick together for 
another year and make an all-out effort to erase the personal 
blots caused by their fold-up against toe Swedes.

Little improvement in the litter problem can be expected 
Unless existing litter is cleared, be maintains. 

He observes feat provincial parks which are provided with 
garbage cans and a collection service stay fairly clean around 
the campsites. 

“Nevertheless, on any of the longer trails one sees much 
more litter, partly because no garbage can is handy and partly 
because there is nobody around to see the litterbugs in action," 
he added. 

“When we oame to wilderness spots outside of the parks, 
used as picnic sites, the situation Is at its worst. Invariably 
these are littered to direct proportion to the degree of use 
made of them. Often they are so dirty aa to be repulsive. Many 
beauty spots fall into disuse simply because their beauty has 
been effectively destroyed by the dirty habits of the users." 

“Fishing lakes and otow spots much used as camps by 
hunters are almost invariably littered, though I have oome 
across a couple that were dean. Though bad, these are not as 
bad as picnic sites. Hunters end fishermen usually have 
campfires and will often burn out their cans and the worst of 
the trash." 

"The remedy is to bum fee litter, bury It, or take It home 
wife you or to the nearest garbage can.” This lest," be adds, 
“is certainly the thing to do on a beech picnic nearby. Alter all 
if you carried fee food there you should be able to cart away 
the minor amount of acrepa It generates." 

The educational part of the anti-litter program would 
include a poster, to be prominently displayed at beauty spots, 
noting feat fee area had been cleaned up by the anti-titter 
group and appealing to the oonacience of users to keep fee tree 
dean. 

Lectures to school children and community organizations are 
envisaged. As well aa appeals to industrial litterbugs. 

The prodding part of the program would be to seek co¬ 
operation of provincial and municipal officials to provide more 
garbage cans, better collection, more anti-Utter laws, and 
better enforcement of anti-litter laws now in existence. 

“It already is against the law to deposit litter on any crown 
land, even if it is at fee top of some mountain," Anderson 
obierves.

UNITED NATIONS (CP) — 
The UN General Assembly, 
neoring the end of Ms 2 tod an¬ 
nual session, Tuesday laid the 
groundwork for a resumed w 
sion next spring, hopefully to 
oompiete wont on ! a disarma¬ 
ment treaty. 

The 123-nation assembly also 
endorsed a treaty providing for 
prompt rescue are} safe passage 
of a s tronauts who land in for¬ 
eign optmtriea. 

SAFE return 

The treaty says astronauts 
who oome down ki foreign coun¬ 
tries "shall be safely and 
promptly returned to represent¬ 
atives of the launching author¬ 
ity." Spacecraft that do so 
••shaH be returned or held at 
the disposal” of such represent¬ 
atives. 

The treaty would take effect 
when ratified by the Soviet 
Union, (he United States, Brft- 
aJn and any two ether countries. 

It has the full support of Can¬ 
ada. 


D. M. Miller of the legal divi¬ 
sion of the Canadian external 
affairs department said earlier 
that his delegation was "partic¬ 
ularly pleased" with the draft 
agreement. 

"We fully recognize that It is 
by no means a perfect agree¬ 
ment, but it is a practical one 
and M is weft founded upon a 
broad measure of com pro mise."

Measles Shots 
Win Close Vote 


Greater Victoria School Board voted Monday to pay for 
anti-measles vaccine next year after criticising the provin¬ 
cial government for not providing the protection. 

Two medical doctors on the board also disputed claims 
by medical health officer Dr. J. L. M. Whitbread that the 
board should put up $14,000 for vaccine to ward off a measles 
outbreak predicted for 1968 by Dr. Whitbread. 

The board approved the expenditure by a 4-3 vote. 

Altogether in the capital region there are about 11,150 
children aged one to 12 who should be vaccinated, said Dr. 
Whitbread In a letter to the board. 

ha the Greater Victoria School District there are 8,000 
needing vaccination, at a cost of $1.75 each for a total cost 
of $14,000, said the medical health officer.
